MOSCOW — President Ronald 
Reagan, who ordinarily is not 
known as a man of letters, fiddled 
with the rok erf intellectual on 
Tuesday in his meetings with poets, 
fihamakera, novelists and students. 

Between lunch and dinner, Mr. 
.Reagan managed to refer to, or 
quote, Sergei Kseastem, YassOy 
Kaqdmsky. Fyodor Dostoyevsky, 
Igor Stravinsky, Anna Akhmatova, 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, Boris Pas- 
ternak, Nikolai Gogol, Leo Tol- 
stoy, an Uzbeki poet named 
Alisher Novoi, and Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid. 

When the meetings were shown 
on the evening news, Mr. Solzheni- 
tsyn’s name was not mentioned. 
But that is still the norm in the 
Soviet Umon. What was more in- 
teresting was the way Mr. Reagan’s 
speech was directed at Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev’s most natural constitu- 
ency, the intellectuals. Mr. Reagan, 


the former actor, appealed to the 
artists personally, as a kind of col- 
league. 

“In looking back, I believe that 
acting did help prepare me for the 
work I do now,” Mr. Reagan said 
in a speedi at the writets 1 dub in 
Moscow. 

“To grasp and hold a vision, to 
fix it in your senses, that is the very 
essence; I believe; of successful 
leadership, not only on the movie 
set, where I learned about it, but 
evaywhere. And by the way, in my 
many riw»ftrip with him since he 

became general secretary. I've 
found that Mr. Gorbachev has the 
ahfiity to grasp and bold a virion, 
and I respect him for that." 

At times, the speedi was one of 
the dearer expressions Mr. Reagan 

has made in office about the way he 
sees the presidency — as a vision, 
the scat trial both actors and politi- 
cians hold. . 

Mr. Reagan also made his hu- 


man rights agenda a part of his 
appearance, calling for some 
changes thal some of the more con- 
servative cultural officials present 
have long battled. 

Without pressing the point 
harshly, Mr. Reagan said he hoped 
that the expanded cultural free- 
doms in the Soviet Union would 
soon mean permission for exiled 
artists such as the ballet dancer 
Mikhail Baryshnikov and the cellist 
Mstislav Rostropovich to perform 
in Moscow, and for Mr. Solzheni- 
tsyn's work to be published in the 
Soviet Union. 

“We hope to see a permanent 
end to restrictions on the creativity 
of all artists and writers," the presi- 
dent said. 

Mr. Reagan nodded off briefly 
during one of the speeches at the 
writers’ dub. But, according to a 
novelist who was present, Mr. Rea- 
gan's seconds-Jong snooze could be 
"easily excused.” For the most 


part, the writer said, the discourses 
by the Soviet speakers were “a 
bore." 

A leavening moment came when 
Hem Klimov, head of the filmmak- 
er's uftion and one of the most 
visible pro-reform artists in the 
countin', joked about astrology, a 
theme 'that has surfaced almost as 
many times in Moscow as it did in 
Washington recently. 

“Maybe we could unite Ameri- 
can and Soviet asirologists and see 
if the next century will be good for 
us." Mr. Klimov said. 

With the exception of writers 
such as Andrei Bitov and Daniel 
Granin, many in the crowd loaded 
toward the crusty, the official, the 
semi-talented. 

Among the guests were Yuri 
Bondarev, a novelist and conserva- 
tive force in the writers’ union, and 
Genrikh Borovik, a journalist who

Retired Israeli Officers 
Press for Compromise 
And End to Occupation

JERUSALEM — A group of 
several dozen retired senior Israeli 
military officers are advocating an 
end to Israel's occupation of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. The 
occupation is being enforced by the 
Israeli Army. 

The officers, who have formed 
an organization called the Council 
for Peace and Security, reached a 
consensus on the occupation ques- 
tion this week. 

The development comes as a new 
leaflet put out by the underground 
leadership of the Palestinian upris- 
ing listed a series of demands that, 
if fulfilled, could bring the upris- 
ing, which began in December, to 
an end The leaflet marked the first 
such offer by the leadership. 

The council of offioos is trying 
to press the notion that Israelis 
“have to compromise for real secu- 
rity," said Major General On Orr, 
who was a senior army general un- 
til his retirement. 

“We don’t all agree on the solu- 
tion," General Orr said on Mon- 
day. “But I think we all agree that 
the occupation should end because 
maintaining it does more damage 
to our security than ending it” 

The council has met several 
times since late March, when it was 
formed. At a closed meeting on 
Sunday, however, the generals and 
others staked out their position on 
the occupation. General Orr and 
other participants said. 

A senior military officer on ac- 
tive duty said the council was “just 
political" 

“What they’re saying is the La- 
bor Party position," the officer 
-mid General Orr, a member of the 
Labor Party, acknowledged that 


most of the participants who have 
spoken publicly sinoe the meeting 
00 Sunday were “from the center or 
from the left." 

Still, several officers on active 
dnty said it was notable that such a 
distinguished group of fanner mili- 
tary officers would come to such a 
conclusion. 

“If we say we should compro- 
mise for security,'’ General Orr 
said, “it sounds different than if 
other people say it" 

■ Israeli Soldier Convicted 

A military court has convicted 
an Israeli soldier of killing a Pales- 
tinian nearly five months ago in the 
occupied Gaza Strip, the anny said 
Tuesday as reported by United 
Press International in Jerusalem. 

Private Yaakov Tamil-, an Ethio- 
pian immigrant, was convicted 
Monday in the military’s southern 
district court for the Jan. 10 slaying 
of Touqan Misbefa, 35, in the Sha- 
jaiya neighborhood of Gaza, an 
army spokesman said. 

Private Tamir is the first Israeli 
soldier to be oonvicted of slaying a 
Palestinian during the uprising in 
the occupied territories.

Malaysia 
Suspends 
Hig h Judge

SINGAPORE — The most se- 
nior judge in Malaysia was formal- 
ly suspended from duty Tuesday 
after writing a letter to Malaysia's 
king complaining of attacks on the 
judiciary by the prime minister. 

Lawyers and opposition politi- 
cians said the government was un- 
dermining the judiciary’s indepen- 
dence. 

A statement from the prime min- 
ister’s department in Kuala Lum- 
pur raid that Mohamad SaDeh bin 
Abas, lord president of tire Su- 
preme Court, would have to appear 
before a special tribunal tar issuing 
a public statement that the govern- 
ment said contained “political in- 
nuendos." 

In public statements in tire past 
few days, Judge Salleh said he had 
been told by tire prime minister, 
Mahathir bm Mohamad, that he 
was being suspended for writing to 
Sultan Mahmood Iskandar, the 
constitutional monarch of Malay- 
sia, and the sultans who rule the 
country’s states expressing concern 
over attacks on the judiciary by tire 
prime minister. 

The prime minister’s department 
said Tuesday that because of the 
letter, King Iskandar had requested 
tire judge’s replacement as head of 
the Supreme Court. 

The case has brightened concern 
in legal circles that Mr. Mahathir’s 
government is determined to re- 
duce tire authority of tire courts to 
review and veto actions of tire gov- 
ernment and tire ruling coalition of 
political parties. 

The Bar Council, a body repre- 
senting practicing lawyers in Ma- 
laysia, said that Mr. Mahathir had 
been, “publicly attacking tire judi- 
ciary for quite some time and erod- 
ing public confidence in iL” 

In a statement, the council said 
that suspension of Judge Salleh 
would further affect public confi- 
dence in tire administration of jus- 
tice and the independence of tire 
judiciary. 

Lee Lam Thye, the acting oppo- 
sition leader in Par liame nt, said the 
action against tire judge was “a 
deliberate, calculated and orches- 
trated move by the prime minister 
to intimidate the ji 
Some Malaysian lawyers, who 
asked not to be identified, said tire 
government and the United Malays 
National Organization, the domi- 
nant party in the governing coali- 
tion, had been embarrassed and 
angered on several occasions in the 
past year by adverse court ridings 
on politically sensitive cases. Mr. 
Mahathir leads tire United Malays 
National Organization. 

Appeals of High Court judg- 
ments in two of these cases allott- 
ing the party are pending befdre the 
Supreme Court, tbp lawyers said. 

In one cash'd, previous version of 
Mr. Mahathir’s party was declared 
illegal because of malpractices in 
party ptectioos, forcing him to form 
a new party. The other case has 
Nocked transfer of assets, totaling 
tens of millions of dollars, from tire 
old to the new party. 

In March, the government used 
its more than two-thirds majority 
in Parliament to amend sections of 
tire constitution that gave powers 
to the judiciary separate from those 
of the executive and legislative 
branches. 

When tire bill is signed into law 
by the king, the powers and juris- 
diction of the courts wQl be con- 
ferred by or under federal law. Mr. 
Mahathir said the intention was 
□otto usurp the powers of the judi- 
ciary. but to ensure that the courts 
made judgments in accordance 
with laws passed by Parliament.

LENINGRAD — Nancy Rea- 
gan gently stormed the Winter Pal- 
ace Tuesday, taking in the art of the 
Italian Renaissance masters and 
the gilded life-style of the Russian 
czars on a toor whose speed was set 
at fast-forward.

Reagan Says Some Indians

MOSCOW — President Ronald Reagan told Soviet students on 
Tuesday that American Indians cm reservations lead a primitive way 
of life but some make fortunes from huge oil wells on their land. 

Answering a question from a student at Moscow University, 
where he had given a speech extolling American democracy, Mr. 
Reagan suggested that native Americans bving on reservations were 
turning themselves into second-class citizens. 

Mr. Reagan’s unexpected digression into Indian affairs began 
with a verbal hiccup when said: “We have provided miliinns of acres 
of land — what are called preservations, er, I should say, reserva- 
tions:” 

After describing bow the U.S. government had set up a Bureau of 
Indian Affairs and provided education and welfare services /or 
native Americans, Mr. Reagan said: “Maybe we've made a mistake.

Gorbachev and Ethiopia 


A staggering tragedy is being produced in 
Ethiopia by tire Marxist government of Cd- 
onel Mengistu Hade Mariam. If it is con- 
summated, it will confirm his global reputa- 
tion as the crudest leader to come on the 
world scene since Cambodia's Pol Pot 
Colonel Mengistu has brought about a 
situation in which at least two millio n Ethi- 
opians face starvation — this in a country 
where something approaching that number 
died in a politically aggravated famine just 
three years ago. Plenty of food is available, 
provided by foreign donors and stacked up 
now at the ports. The logistical means and 
the teams to do the job are also available. 
But Colonel Mengistu faces strong retis- 
tance to centralized rule from an indepen- 
dence movement in Eritrea and from other 
territories. He evidently would rather see 
the people there die than allow food to get 
through to them — food that sustains hu- 
man fife and political challenge, too. 


It pains the Mengistu government to 
have foreigners ask whether a prolongation 
of its rule over the Ethiopian people justi- 
fies a policy with dear gmoodal implica- 
tions. What the government fails to r ealize 
is that its policy of food denial plays direct- 
ly into the hands of regional challengers 
who chum that the Mengistu government is 
a foreign occupying presence, not a legiti- 
mate political authority.

Good News on Trade 


It looks as if America’s the foreign trade 
deficit has definitively turned around. 
That is good news — but only because the 
previous news has been so bad. 

Erratic monthly trade figures make it 
impossible to read a trend until well after it 
starts. In monthly reports, the deficit 
peaked last November, shrank for two 
months, grew in February and shrank in 
March. Bui the reports were raw and in- 
complete. Only now does the Commerce 
Department's quarterly report confirm sub- 
stantial improvement in the first quarter. 

Can America stop wonying? Absolutely 
not Even the improved picture suggests a 
1988 deficit of $144 billion. That is markedly 
better than last year’s S160 billion, but far 
from the surplus thai America needs. More- 
over, last year's deficit also shrank — slightly 
— in the spring, then grew in the s ummer 
and faH The latest figures are much im- 
proved from a year ago. And the strong surge 
in exports was a major f race in the surprising 
first-quarter strength of the overall economy. 

What took so long? The dollar’s dedme, 
starting in early 198S, was s upp osed to 


strengthen exports and weaken imports 
within two years. Trade volume, which 
means production and jobs, did tom in late 
1986. But accounts are settled in money, not 
tonnage; the deficit in dollar transactions did. 
not peak until last year’s find quarter. 

One reason for Ibe extraordinary lag was 
that foreign producers, to keep up U.S. sales, 
squeezed thrir profits rather than raise prices 
by the full amount cf the dollar’s decline. And 
UU. exporters, whose profits fell when the 
dollar was high, opted to reflate them rather 
than malm big price gits. Also, new market 
pat terns took root. Americans who had 
switched to bargain imports kept on buying 
when prices rose. Some products formerly 
made in America were produced abroad or 
forced out of production by foreign competi- 
tion. And the high dollar destroyed some 
UjS. industries’ overseas markets. 

It is far too soon to say that an export 
surplus is on the way. But a nation burdened 
by huge budget and trade deficits can take 
some small comfort from knowing that, fra 
now, one of them is not getting any worse.

Tenure in the Bloc 


Mikhail Gorbachev’s new proposal for 
Entiling the tenure of Communist office- 
holders would have benefited Janos Kadar. 
Had Mr. Kadar stepped down as Hungary’s 
party chief, say, in 1976, he would have 
earned glowing notices fra his economic 
reforms and for the relative political toler- 
ance he adopted after ruthlessly crushing 
the revolutionaries of 1956. But in the age 
of Gorbachev, Mr. Kadar appears less a 
refor m er than a grudging old functionary 
who stayed on for 32 years, resisting to the 
last his replacement by a younger man. 

Mr. Kadar was once something more and 
better. Originally despised as a poppet, he 
overcame the stigma of switching sides dur- 
ing the 1956 Hungarian revolution and 
agreeing to the execution of his framer 
comrades. He devised a pragmatic compact 
with his people, captured in Ms maxim, 
"Those who are not against us are fra us.” 
In the 1970s he leashed the secret police and 
tolerated dissent, so long as there was no 
frontal challenge to one-party rule or the 
Soviet tie. His "goulash communism” re- 
laxed rigid economic controls, encouraged 
small-sole private enterprise and opened 


the border with Austria. But in recent years 
Hungary ceased to be a trailblazer. Goulash 
communis m has given way to hard timsc a 
crushing foreign debt of $18 trillion and 
high taxes. The death rate for men aged 35 
to 49 is twice the European average: 

As the economy has faltered, so has toler- 
ance fra dissenters, especially if they bring 
up taboo subjects like the 1956 revolt. Mr. 
Kadar stonily refers to the uprising as "an 
event.” Schoolbooks belittle it as a fascist 
plot Archives are sealed, and tangoes si- 
lenced, about exactly what happened in the 
three days early in November 1956 when 
Mr. Kadar emerged as the new leader. 

This month’s new leader, Prime Minis- 
ter Karoly Grosz, has a record that offers 
few dues besides his age — 57, the same as 
Mr. Gorbachev’s — and the naming of two 
aggressive reformers to the new Politburo. 
Still, Mr. Grosz has managed an orderly 
rotational the top, which is a difficult feat 
in any one-party state. A more daring feat 
would be to set a limit on his own term in 
office — a truly revolutionary notion in 
geriatric Eastern Europe.

Gorbachev as Symbol 

N OT long ago a Soviet imritectnal 
was_ asked privately whether he 
didn't think that die Stalin issue was 
being overplayed and whether Khru- 
shchev, was not being whitewashed. The 
mieOectnaTs answer was direct, and rep- 
resentative of those who desire reform: “1 
don’t care about history. These men are 
all symbols. Stalin is a symbol of repres- 
sion, Lenin is a symbol of what the revo- 
lution could have been, and Khrushchev 
is a symbol of the loosening of repres- 
sion” And althongh he didn't say it di- 
rectly, Mikhail Gorbachev is seen by re- 
formers as a symbol of hope.

His death was inevita- 
ble, he said; why suffer withdrawal for 
the sake of a few extra days? That deci- 
sion guaranteed a few more dollars to 
the tobacco industry before his last 
breath, or puff, whichever came last.

WASHINGTON —The Reagan

Experience on routes 
between the UJC and Ireland and the

malic fare reductions that can be 
achieved when hungry new entrants 
IBce Ryan Air and British Midland are 
allowed into protected markets. 

..Today’s charter airlines, which al- 
ready carry almost half the people fly- 
ing within Europe, will have expanded 
■their horizons into traditional sched- 
uled markets as low-fare alternatives 
for. both business and leisure travel- 
ers. These carriers are well organized, 
have tight cost structures and modem 
equipment Air Europe is already dem- 
onstrating the market potential of 
such an operation with fares well be- 
low established scheduled levels to a 
variety of points out of London. 

A new breed of low-cost, U.S. 
“mega airlines” - American, Delta, 
Northwest - with massive domestic 
traffic feed and incredibly effective su- 
percomputer reservation and distribu- 
tion systems will provide tough com- 


petition in Atlantic markets and .on 
their embryonic European route net- 
works. Similarly, in Asian and Pacific 
markets, where the strongest growth 
is predicted, there is a core of power- 
ful, highly efficient, service-oriented 
competitors. AirGnes like Singapore, 
Cathay and Thai serve many Europe- 
an destinations and have much great- 


The large national airlines are reor- 
ganizing to enhance European and 
global competitiveness while consoli- 
dating their positions in home mar- 
kets. By 1992 the majority of these 
airlines will be privatized and the re- 
mainder will have greatly reduced 
government shareholding, providing 
greater flexibility to operate like other 
international enterprises. British Air- 
ways has already shown as much in its 
actions to acquire British Caledonian. 

Many national airlines will have ab- 
sorbed the rapidly expanding, smaller 
regional carriers, particularly in their 
home states. Most will be locked into 
Joint marketing and operational ar- 
rangements with other large airlines 
Inside and outside Europe — forerun- 
ners of closer formal consolidation. 
Some, who see particular weaknesses 
in their long-term market position, will 
already be attempting full-scale, trans- 
border merger, grappling with toe in- 
herent political, legal and social prob- 
lems involved. 

All will be partners in the two super- 
computer reservation "combines,” 
Galileo and Amadeus, recently estab- 
lished to distribute travel products 
throughout Europe and toe rest of the 
world. It is evident that In a liberalized 
world of.-constantiy changing sched- 
ules, products and prices, information 
managment and transmission to toe 
market wQl be keys to financial surviv- 
al. The new systems are powerful 
enough to handle the information and

Airline Mergers Expected 
As Market Opens Up 


Carlos Van Rafelghem, chairman of 
Sabena, Belgium's national airline, 
outlined his views on airline deregula- 
tion In Western Europe, and other top- 
ics, The Interview, which took place In 
Brussels, was conducted by Axel 
Krause, corporate editor of the inter- 
national Herald Tribune. Folkwring 
are excerpts from the Interview: 

What will be the economic impact of 
airline deregulation? 

There is little doubt that traffic flow 
between EC countries will grow. 
There is great potential to be devel- 
oped, but we and others are limited by 
access to smaller European countries. 
We do not have the traffic rights, 
which are based on bilateral agree- 
ments. 

Does the prospect of new. high- 
speed railroads in Europe concern 
you? 

I am absolutely certain they are 
coming. It is not a happy situation, 
because there will be new, harsh com- 
petition. The forces behind the new 
trains are strong, too, such as the

Business is done over a few glasses 
of red Bordeaux and a delicious entre- 
cote. After lunch the executive heads 


back to the Gare du Nord where he 
boards another aerodynamic train. It 
whizes through northern France at 
300 km/h leaving the young man with 
only a blurred impression of toe city of 
Lille before zooming through the 
Channel tunnel. A jttUe over three 
hours after the departure from Paris 
the tram pulls smoothly into London's 
Waterloo station. Heathrow Airport, 
covered with thick fog, seems light- 
years away. 

What sounds like a passage from a 
futuristic novel could become reality 
in toe next few years if Europe's trans- 


port ministers agree on the financing 
of the European high-speed rail link. 

As toe plan stands, a line between 
Paris, Brussels and Cologne with a 
connection to Amsterdam is to form 
the nucleus of toe new high-speed 
network which - sometime after the 
year 2000 - could stretch from Oslo 
to Madrid, Edinburgh to Vienna, 
Frankfurt to London. 

'Twice the speed of a car and half 
the speed of a plane, that’s our slo- 
gan," says Fridoiin Schell, spokesman

Channel tunnel, and it is dear they will 
be cheaper, particularly for shorter 
stretches of between 400 and 500 kilo* 
meters. But if you want these extra- 
rapid trains, you have to have toe 
place to install them. 

Where is the problem? 

The environment, and the environ- 
mentalists who wilt be raising hell. 
There will be resistance as these new 
trains are built, because most people 
do not realize what this new expan- 
sion of railroads will mean in terms of 
affecting the environment. 

How can airline planners react? 

When talking about the same dis- 
tances, we should have more shuttle 
lines and shuttle airports. We won't be 
able to compete afterwards, and 
therefore, these networks will have to 
be created soon. Shuttle systems can 
also be established with existing air- 
craft. 

Jan Carlson of Scandinavian Air- 
lines System said in a recent interview 
that Europe will have to develop at 
least one "mega-carrier'' to compete 
with the U.S. in handling international 
traffic. Do you agree? 

I do not share that point of view. I am 
sure there mil be more mergers. The 
first will come within a European 
country, followed by those across bor- 
ders. The real issue is finding a 
formula. 

What is your concept? 

Concentration, integration, but 
without being absorbed, and creation 
of a common subsidiary. 

Isn't that what Mr. Carlson pro- 
posed to Sabena prior to the faHureof 
your merger talks late last year? 

I am amazed to hear that The an- 
swer is no. SAS proposed exactly toe 
opposite. He wanted us to come to 
SAS. That's the reason the proposal 
was refused.

T oward a European Air 


Traffic Control System 


By the end of this century, predicted 
the officials in Frankfurt, Rhein-Main 
airport should be serving 23 million 
passengers a year. Those 23 million, 
however, showed up 13 years early. 

Faced with this unexpected 14 per- 
cent increase from 1986, officials re- 
vised their estimate. They now expect 
32 million passengers by the year 
2000 - and they're wondering where 
to put them all. 

it's not an unusual problem among 
Europe's main aftports. “We are al- 
ready at passenger-traffic levels fore- 
casted for 1992, and traffic mil double 
again by the year 2000," says Kari- 
Heinz Neumeister, secretary general 
of the Association of European Air- 
lines. 

The AEA reports that the runways 
and terminals at Stuttgart and Barce-

Iona are already saturated, while the 
terminals in Lyon, Lisbon and Oslo are 
badly overcrowded. 

in addition, the AEA report predicts 
that many more airports are ap- 
proaching their maximum capacity for 
passengers, planes or both. Over- 
crowded runways are regarded as the 
most serious problem. “Airplanes 
landing and taking off cannot be 
squeezed together to the same degree 
as passengers in terminal buildings,” 
the AEA notes. 

The trend reflects a worldwide in- 
crease in air traffic - which rose by 
13 percent in 1987 and is expected to 
grow a further 6-8 percent this year. 

“We cannot overlook the mounting 
problem of air congestion in the air 
lanes and at airports, which will create 
delays as the system seeks to adapt to 
the growing traffic volumes." says 
Gunter Eser, director general of the 
International Air Transport Associa- 
tion in Geneva. 

The problems are compounded by 
the prospect of more flights and more 
passengers arriving as airlines offer 
new routes and lower prices under the 
European Community's drive to de- 
regulate the industry. West Germany 
is especially prone to air traffic prob- 
lems because much of its air space is 


reserved for NATO air bases and so is 
out of bounds to civilian aircraft 

At the new London City Airport 
flights to and from Paris were tempo- 
rarily suspended after pilots com- 
plained about a series of near-colli- 
sions last year. 

Alongside these air traffic concerns, 
airlines' punctuality records also suf- 
fer. Delays are caused because there 
are too many planes jammed together 
- not only waiting to land, but also 
waiting to take off. 

Lufthansa, whose reputation has 
been largely built on its appeal to the 
time-conscious West German busi- 
ness traveler, says its record for on- 
time arrivals had dropped from 95 per- 
cent to 88 percent since 1982. 

In 1987, the airline complains, its 
planes spent 5,200 hours waiting to 
land at Munich, Dusseldorf and Frank- 
furt This is more than twice the 
amount of time lost during 1986. 

The obvious answer is to build new 
airports. At the moment, however, air- 
ports are being built in only three ma- 
jor cities around the world: Denver, 
Osaka and Munich. The new airport in 
Munich is already expected to be over 
capacity by the time it opens in 1 991 . 

Another possible solution is to ex- 
tend airports' operating hours. Brit- 


ain’s Department of Transportation is 
considering 24-hour service at Lon- 
don's Gatwick and Heathrow airports, 
but union leaders are opposed. 

Lufthansa also suggests introduc- 
ing a Europe-wide air traffic control 
system. The EC tried to promote such 
a system, Eurocontrol, but after years 
of reluctance among member coun- 
tries. it still has only one control tower, 
In Maastricht and Is limited to the air 
space over Belgium, the Netherlands 
and northern West Germany. 

As a Lufthansa spokesman points 
out “Market forces cannot produce a 
solution on their own. Political action 
is required.” 

“Unless action is taken, the fre- 
quency and magnitude of delays 
could start to disrupt the operational 
cycles of airline services, especially 
charter operations," warns a new re- 
port by Britain's Civil Aviation Author- 
ity. 

To deal with air traffic congestion in 
Britain, the CAA suggests that airlines 
use bigger planes and operate fewer 
flights or divert some traffic away from 
Heathrow. But these are only small 
proposals in what is becoming a mas- 
sive, and in many ways, unpredictable 
industry.

versatile enough to make travel agen- 
cy operations easier. They earn large- 
scale revenues for their owners and 
allow them to maintain a strong posi- 
tion in the marketplace. 

The constraints of Europe's airports 
and airways are, however, a major 
impediment to market expansion. In- 
dustry forecasts suggest that by 1 992, 
some 40 percent of Europe's airports 
will be operating at full runway and 
terminal capacity. Moreover, Euro- 
control's forecasted traffic levels for 
that period have almost already been 
reached. 

Unless drastic action Is taken to in- 
crease runway use, to expand termi- 
nals and to extend air traffic control 
capabilities, by 1992 Europe’s skies 
will be dangerously overcrowded, de- 
lays will mount and airports will fill up. 
Safety and service will suffer. 

Congestion will not only frustrate 
liberalization plans, it could also con- 
tribute to market distortion. Where 
landing slots are limited, new entrants 
may simply never get the opportunity 
to establish market presence. 

The EC has already made signifi- 
cant strides toward a liberal air trans- 
port regime in its 1987 Council Deci- 
sion. Bilateral regulations have been 
relaxed between EC states to let new 
entrants onto some mainline and re- 
gional routes, to allow some extra fre- 
quencies and to encourage discount 
fares. Competition rules are applied, 
albeit with numerous exceptions. 

Scarcely dramatic changes, but it is, 
after all, a compromise between 12 
states with d (verses attitudes to com- 
petition, whose economies are affect- 
ed differently, whose airlines have dif- 
fering abilities to compete and who 
are all reluctant to transfer too much 
sovereign responsibility to the EC. It's 
vary much a first step, with a further 
round of liberalization planned for 
1990 in preparation for the single 
market 

Against this background, what new 
priorities might realistically encourage 
the freer play of market forces and 
ensure sound system development? 
Firstly, there must be a new focus on 
operational issues. Concerns about 
congestion and the impact on safety 
and service must be allayed. An EC 
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program is needed to augment safety 
levels in light of the increased flying 
activity, different operational patterns 
and cost pressures brought about by 
liberalization. Similarly, a community 
plan is required to expand congested 
airports and free up bottlenecks in the 
air traffic control network. An agency 
already exists which could coordinate 
national air traffic flows — Eurocon- 
trol. It should be given the job. 

- Secondly, reduction in market con- 
trols must continue. There should be 
automatic market entry for Community 
airlines — scheduled or charter — 
reflecting the right of establishment 
contained in the Treaty of Rome. Gov- 
ernment intervention in respect of ca- 
pacity should be dropped to a mini- 
mum level to protect vital national 
interests or to prevent market domina- 
tion and dumping. Increased pricing 
flexibility should be encouraged for 
business as well as leisure fares. 

Thirdly, the use of the competition 
rules must be increased. State aids to 
airlines have to be controlled. Mergers 
have to be encouraged where they 
enhance competition and limited 


where They have the opposite effect 
Computer reservation systems must 
not be allowed to support, market 
domination. Any exceptions should be 
fully justified on public interest 
grounds. - 

These are the priorities. There will 
be an increasing number of other im- 
portant issues emerging as the Com- 
mission seeks to apply ail EC econom- 
ic, fiscal and operational regulations 
to aviation. VAT on dr fares, eflmlna-. 
tion of duty free shops' at airports and 
exchange of "domestic" community 
route rights with the United States are 
all the current vogue. Over time, such 
concepts will undoubtedly be intro- 
duced. In the 1 992 time frame, howev- 
er, countries are unlikely to accept a 
fully domestic EC market in air trans- 
port It is simply too big a step to 
expect so quickly and there’s too 
much sovereignty and national inter- 
est at stake. But times are dunging 
rapidly and by 1992, if the new priori- 
ties are followed, the stage should be 
set for a smooth transition to a barrier- 
free EC sky. '

for West Germany's national rail serr 
vies, the Deutsche Bundesbahn. 

On May 1 the Bundesbahn demon- 
strated its Intercity Experimental 
(ICE) - which will be c&led Intercity 
Express when it takes up regular ser- 
vice - by setting a new German rail 
speed record of 407 km/h (253 mph). 
The ICE, which has one locomotive at 
the front a sEKxmd at the backhand up 
to 14 carriages in between, was built 
by a consortium consisting of Krupp, 

BBC, Siemens, AEG and Kraus-Maf- 
teL West Germany is currently build- 
ing two high-speed rail lines; one be- 
tween Hanover and WOrzburg and a 

second between Mannheim and Stutt- 
gart Both are scheduled to be fin- 
ished in 1991. 

' But the real pioneers in high-speed 
rail travel were the French. Their TGV 
(train a grande vttesse) was the

world's fastest train when it entered 
service in 1981 on a first segment of 
the so-called Paris-Southeast route 
between Paris and Lyon. 

Today the 512-kilometer journey 
from Paris to Lyon takes only 2 hours 
on fine TGV as opposed to 6 hours and 
10 minutes on a regular intercity. 

Meanwhile, the French national rail- 
way SNCF is building a second high- 
speed line, the so-called Atlantic line, 
which will connect the western part of 
France with Paris. The first s tr etch 
between Paris and Le Mains is sched- 
uled to be completed in 1989. This fine 
could be extended into a high-speed 
link between Paris and Madrid via Bor- 
deaux and San Sebastian. 

The third French high-speed line, 
called TGV Nord and still in the plan- 
ning stage, will join the Channel tun- 
nel France to the high-speed network 
finking Paris, Brussels, Cologne and 
Amsterdam. 

Trains running at 300 km/h will 
complete the journey from London to 
Brussels in just three hours: And with 
a British high-speed tine between 
Folkestone and Waterloo the journey 
from London to Paris could take a 


ma t ch less two and a half hours. But 
such a fine is unlikely to be built soon, 
V ever.. . 

Before various national high-speed 
connections and projects can be 
finked, tiie European transport minis- 
ters have to reach final agreement on 
the financing of the nucleus line be- 
tween Pals, Brussels and Cologne. 

“The fine was supposed to be fin- 
ished In the mid-1990s but I think this 
date is no longer realistic,** says 
Bundesbahn spokesman Schell. 

At a meeting in Brussels on April 1 1 , 
’the transport ministers of France, 
West Germany, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium. Britain and Luxembourg 
reached final agreement, on the tech- 
nical details: the European high- 
speed tra i ns of the 1990s will run on 
steel rails on the ground. An alterna- 
tive plan — to connect the four Euro- 
pean cities with a magnetic levitation 
train running on a concrete track 
raised on stilts — turned out to be too

■ Instead the ministers laid down the 
technical specifications for strain that 
wifi keep Hs wheels on the ground and 
run at a speed of 250 km/h to 
270 km/h. The new European trains 
will also be abte to run across national 
frontiers without having to change lo- 
comotives and adapt to a different 
voltage at every border. 

The consortium that built Germa- 
ny's magnetic levitation train — the 
Transrapid — is not loo happy with 
the European transport ministers' de- 
cision. But Rein hard Forst-LQrken of 
the transport technology department 
at Thyssen-Henschet admits that the 
initial cost of setting up a magnetic 
levitation train may have deterred the 
ministers. 

Thyssen-Henscheil is one of the 
partners in the Transrapid consortium 
led by German aerospace firm Mes- 
serschmitt-Boelkow-Blohm.

West Germany argues that 
fair competition is impossible under 
existing conditions, with each country 
having its own taxation level on road 
use and fuel, and varying standards 
for drivers' mandatory rest periods. 

Werner Gockeln, policy director of 
the German Trucking Association, 
claims that half of his nation's 9,000 
tracking companies will be endan- 
gered if major changes are not made. 

The focus of the conflict is the 
Dutch-German border. Although 


more tracking is conducted between 
the two nations than between any oth- 
er EC trade partners, only 28 percent 
of Dutch-German hauled trade is 
moved by German companies. 

The Germans argue that they have 
cost disadvantages. At DM 10,500 
($6,176) annually per 40-metric ton 
trucks, German vehicle tax is more 
than three times the Dutch equivalent 
and German fuel taxes are more than 
twice as high, according to the Asso- 
ciation. “A Dutch company must pay 
the same taxes or the competition is 
unfairly distorted,” Mr. Gockeln said. 

Operating a 28-ton track in Germa- 
ny costs about DM 214,000 per year, 
or 8.1 percent to 92 percent more 
than in the Netherlands, according to 
a study prepared tv Prognos AG, the 
Swiss business research company. 


■ West German Economics Minister 
Martin Bangemaren has confirmed 
that he will resign shortly and seek a 
slot on the new 17-member EC Com- 
mission, whose term ends at the end 
of this year. However, sources in Brus- 
sels and Paris strongly discounted re- 
ports that he will challenge Jacques 
Delore for the EC Commission Presi- 
dency. That would immediately trigger 
a heated debate at the EC summit 
meeting in Hannover at the end of 
June, which no one wants — least of 
ail German Chancel tor Helmut Kohl, 
who will be the host. 

* Spain’* Insurance industry is the 
EC's least developed, but growing 
fastest, and is attracting a rapidly 
growing number of foreign insurance 
companies that already control 50 
percent of the market. According to a 
survey of the European insurance in- 
dustry published May 21 by Le Monde. 
the daily French newspaper, growth of 
life insurance — long considered a 
luxury by Spaniards - has been 
transformed into "an explosion.” The 
largest Spanish insurance company, 
('Union y El Fenix Espafloi, has only 14 
percent of the domestic market. 


But a study released in May by the 
Netherlands Center for Transportation 
Research, Training and Consultancy 
Services claimed the Dutch advantage 
amounted to only 1 percent. 

"The vehicle taxes in Germany are 
higher, but our wages and social 
benefits are higher. There is no reason 
to fear unfair competition," explained 
Robert Tekke of toe Organization for 
Dutch international Road Haulage. 

One suggested solution to the con- 
flict concerns road-use taxes, which 
toe EC would like to base on territorial- 
ity rather than nationality. This means 
truckers would pay taxes in the nation 
where they haui goods rather than 
where their vehicles are registered. 

Germany is also considering charg- 
ing trucks to use its highways and, in 
efforts to harmonize EC trucking 
costs, might even charge domestic 
haulers less than foreign competitors. 
Following that route would be sure to 
cause an even greater outcry among 
EC trackers.

Europe Facilitates New 
Routes, Discount Rates 


The first steps toward liberalizing 
Europe’s air Industry were taken 
when new regulations went into eflect 
on January 1. The new rules give air- 
line* more power to cut fares and 
begin new routes without g ove rnm ent 
approval. Consequently, file EC pre- 
xficts. Increased c om pe titi on between 
airlines should provide travelers with 
greater freedom of choice; fares 
could, by some estimates, fall by ID- 
20 percent 

Many of the common restrictions on 
discount and promotional fares have 
effectively been outlawed. A prime ex- 
ample ts the “Saturday night stay” 
restriction. Certain governments im- 
posed this condition to protect their 
national carriers. But under the new 
rules, smaller airlines may offer dis- 
count rates on scheduled flights even 

Fares could fall by 
10 to 20 percent 

If the passenger does not plan to stay 
over the weekend. 

“No longer will two airlines be able 
to operate a cozy cartel and monopo- 
lize a route,” said Paul Channon, Brit- 
ain’s transportation minister. 

The new EC rules have already had 
a discernible effect on fares. British 
Airways, for example, says its fares 
have decreased by about 4 percent 
since Januay. But Mr. Channon and 
other industry observers believe many 
fares will drop much further during the 
summer holiday season. “Obviously 
fares will come down,” says Roy Bra- 
bender, chairman of the Association 
of British Travel Agents. “Business will 
be even more competitive.'' 

. One of the smaller airlines that is 
seizing the opportunity to compete is 
British-based Air Europe, which be- 
gan primarily as a holiday charter car- 
rier for package tours and is now rap- 
idly expanding its scheduled services 
across the continent 
‘ “Suddenly in the last six months 
things have opened up. ft’s moving far 
faster than l ever imagined,” says Har- 
ry Goodman, the irrepressible head of 
international Leisure Group, Air Eu- 
rope’s parent company. 


Air Europe’s new scheduled ser- 
vices include London Gatwick to Par- 
is, Brussels, Munich, Palma, and 
Lanzsrote. Frankfurt, Geneva, Co- 
penhagen and Zurich services begin 
this summer, and Goodman's next 
ambition is to ■ introduce flights to 
Hamburg, Oslo and Stockholm. 

In late April, Air Europe made per- 
haps the boldest move yet under the 
new EC rules; a £59 ($111) advance- 
purchase round-trip ticket to Paris. 
The cheap fare was a direct challenge 
to the business that has traditionally 
gone to British Airways and its normal 
£85 ($160) oneway service from 
London to Paris. British Airways says 
it welcomes both deregulation and the 
competitive challengers of other air- 
lines. “Let anyone fly anywhere and 
see who wins," a spokesman says 

One of the keys to the open compe- 
tition is the CHS — compute riz ed res- 
ervation system. By listing all their 
flights and fares on. the same comput- 
er, the airlines can pick up passengers 
from each other. 

Two main CRS “dubs” could even- 
tually dominate Europe. One, called 
Galileo, includes British Airways, Brit- 
ish Caledonian, Air LJngus, Alitalia, 
Austrian Airlines, KLM, Swissair, TAP 
of Portugal, Saberia of Belgium and 
United Airlines of the United States. 

The other — called Amadeus — 
includes Air France, Air Inter Adria of 
Yugoslavia, Braathens of Norway, Fm- 
nair, fcelandair, Linjeffyg of Sweden, 
Iberia, JAT of Yugoslavia, Lufthansa, 
SAS and Con ti nental and Eastern of 
the United States. 

The alrffnes believe that such wide- 
ranging CRS dubs will help them to 
expand their . business by providing 
“global” connections. Americans 
traveling from Denver to Paris, for ex- 
ample, can use the CRS in an airline 
ticket .office or travel agency to scan 
the schedules and book a continental 
flight to London which connects with 
Air France to Paris. 

it is argued that forcing airlines to 
list their fares alongside those of their 
competitors will keep prices down. Yet 
smaller airlines fear that large airlines 
will dominate the CRS systems and so 
stifle competition by monopolizing the 
attention of travel agents.

For instance, if those hypothetical 
travelers from Denver book their tick- 
ets to London through Continental, or 
an agent that only has the Amadeus 
CRS, they'll have no way of seeing 
BA’s schedule or fares — or Mr Eu- 
rope’s bargains — to Paris. 

The next logical step for CRS would 
be from the airline ticket office or trav- 
el agency to the personal compute - . 
Naturally, travel agents oppose the 
notion of letting travelers book their 
own tickets. But the 8-10 percent they 
stand to lose in commissions could 
equally well be translated into better 
service or lower fares. 

Another case of microtechnology 
coming to the traveler's aid is being 
investigated by the International Air 
Transport Association. IATA is study- 
ing the possibility of "smart” comput- 
er-issued air travel tickets that would 
double as boarding passes. 

Meanwhile, the prospect of intense 
competition to offer lower fares means 
that the frequent-flyer programs — 
already becoming less popular in the 
United States — are increasingly un- 
likely to catch on ih Europe. Similarly, 
fewer restrictions on discount and 
promotional fares will probably lead to 
the demise of many cheap-ticket 


“bucket shops.” Lower across-the- 
board fares and fewer route restric- 
tions may also mean fewer cheap- 
ticket charter flights as more charter 
airlines follow Air Europe's example of 
setting schedules. "The only real dif- 
ference between charter and sched- 
uled services is the way they are sold,” 
says Dave Hopkins, manager of Bri- 
tannia Airlines. The two are becom- 
ing increasingly blurred.” 

The possibility of new routes — and 
the fact that most If not all landing and 
takeoff slots are already taken at most 
major airports - should encourage 
certain airlines to look for alternative 
landing sites, in Great Britain, for ex- 
ample, airports outside London such 
as Stansted and Luton are sure to get 
increased business from smaller air- 
lines that target their services at the 
traveler who is ready to sacrifice the 
convenience of a major airport in re- 
turn for a major reduction In the fare. 

Business travelers who are willing 
to pay flrst-dass prices have the alter- 
native of sites such as London City 
Airport, which has planes flying to Par- 
is every half hour or so and boasts a 
check-in time of only ten minutes. 
Such st ol ports - or short take off and 


landing airports - are likely to spread 
to other major European cities. 

White a new generation of smaller, 
quieter planes like the 50-seat turbo- 
prop DHC Dash 7 and 90-seat BAs 146 
four-engine jet will serve urban air- 
ports, the big airlines will be using 
even bigger planes such as the 800- 
seat Boeing 747 on the most popular 
long-haul routes. 

“The important thing about greater 
liberalization is that companies will be 
farced to focus more on the important 
tilings like price and schedule and on- 
time performance,” says Richard 
Bond, vice president of Cresap, an 
airlines management consultancy. 

in the past when cartel arrange- 
ments limited the range of choices for 
price and schedule, Mr. Bond adds, 
the idea of smiting, pretty stewar- 
desses and good in-flight meals was 
all the airlines had to sell themselves. 
But the quality of service should be as 
good or better by 1992 than it is now 
despite the prospect of cheaper fares. 

The airlines that do well - indeed, 
the ones that survive — will be the 
ones that cut their costs so that they 
can cut their prices. Those are the 
new rules of the game.

Seeks New Targets

TOKYO — The government's 
top trade official urged the coun- 
try’s 302 largest importers Tuesday 
to increase their purchases of for- 
eign goods to' help pare the Japa- 
nese trade surplus. 

Hajime Tamura, the minister at 
international trade and industry, 
asked the representatives of 151 
leading export companies to boost 
imports of manufactured goods to 
the maximum far the 1988 fiscal 
year, which began April 1. Another 
151 major companies, unable to 
attend the meeting iu Tokyo, re- 
ceived the same request from Mill 
regional offices. 

The “education campaign,” as a 
senior official m the Ministry of 
International Trade and Industry 
described it, was said to have been 
prompted by fears that imports this 
year might not match the sharp 
increase recorded in 1987-88, when 
purchases of foreign manufactured 
goods by the 302 companies 
jumped 38 percent. 

In the past, economists have sug- 
gested that such exercises were at 
least partly a matter of public rela- 
tions. On the other hand. Mill 
recently issued a report forecasting 
only a 17 p e r cent rise in imports 
this fiscal year, not enough to hdp 
cut the targeted Sll billion off the 
trade surplus. 

The co mpan ies addressed Tues- 
day by MTTI imported manufac- 
tured goods in fiscal 1987 worth 
544.5 billion, or 60 percent of Ja- 
pan’s total imports in this category, 
according to Atsu shi Kawasfalma, 
director of Mill's imports depart- 
ment. He said he hoped the compa- 
nies would increase imports by an- 
other 17 percent in fiscal 1988. 

Mr. Tamura called on the com- 
panies to review their import goals 
and to submit new targets to Mi l l, 
as well as their results for the first 
ax mouths of the fiscal year.

The U.S. Housing Sector Retrenches 

Rising Mortgage Rates Have Hurt Sales, Construction

CHICAGO — Faced with high- 
er mortgage rates, and expecting 
them to rise even further, the U.S. 
housing industry has begun to re- 
trench. 

Bufidecs are shying away from 
speculative projects. Mortgage 
banking companies have dosed of- 
fices and laid off employees. Sav- 
ings and loan associations, compet- 
ing fiercely for customers, are 
requiring smaller down payments 
and lower dosing costs. And to 
encourage sales, real estate brokers 
have become more active in arrang- 
ing mortgages for customers. 

“We are seeing a market that will 
have to maneuver through a mine- 
field of rising rates,” said John A 
TucriHo, chief economist for the 
National Association of Realtors. 

Lomas A Nettle ton Co., a lead- 
ing mortgage banker based in Dal- 
las; has dosed two-thirds of its 
mortgage origination offices and 
has laid off 29 percent of its 3,400 
employees b mortgage banking, 
according to the company’s presi- 
dent, James M. Wooten.

homes rose 4 percent in April 
to the highest level in a year, m 
what some analysts saw as a 
rush to beat a widely forecast 
increase in mortgage rates. 

In a joint release, the de- 
partments of Commerce and 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment said that new single- 
family homes were sold at a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 679,000 lost month, up 
from 653,000 m March. 

It was the third straight 
monthly rise and the highest 
level since new homes were 
sold at a rate of 728,000 in 
April 1987. But despite those 
increases, sales for the first 
four months of 1988 are still 9 
percent below the same period 
of 1987, when mortgage inter- 
est rates hit nine-year lows.

Two 
months ago. a 30-year fixed-rate 
mortgage was available for an aver- 
age interest cost of 9.99 percent. 

Adjustable rates, although in- 
creasing, have not risen as fast as 
fixed rates in recent months. 

Some economists suggest that a 
continued slowdown in the housing 
industry might help the economy, 
acting as a brake on inflation by 
offsetting rising demand for goods 
and services in other sectors. 

Typically, when mortgage rates 
rise steeply, some potential buyers 
postpone taking out a mortgage. 

For example, long-term mort- 
gages with a fixed rate rose as high 
as 1053 percent in January. In its 
survey of mortgage lending activity 
for that month, the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
found that long-term loans for one- 
to four-family homes bad dropped 
nearly 36 percent, to S21.5 billion, 
from $33.4 billion in January 1987. 

“We believe 30-year fixed-rate 
mongages will rise to about 1 125 
percent by the end of the year,” 
said Lyle E. Gramley, chief econo- 
mist for the Mortgage Bankers As- 
sociation.

STOCKHOLM — Kansallis- 
Osake-Pankki. Finland's biggest 
commercial bank, and Proventus 
AB, a Swedish investment compa- 
ny. announced a partial merger 
Tuesday that ultimately could cre- 
ate an affiliation of banks with as- 
sets exceeding those of any single 
Scandinavian institution. 

The accord eventually would 
give KOP a stake in Goubanken. 
Sweden's founh-largest bonk. Ana- 
lysts said the pact, the latest move 
in a growing expansion by Finnish 
companies into foreign markets, 
would make KOP the largest for- 
eign bank in Sweden. 

The KOP group in Finland and 
Gotagruppen AB, the parent of 
Gotabanken. had combined assets 
in 1987 of nearly 300 billion kronor 
(550.52 billion). That exceeds the 
233 billion kronor in assets of Swe- 
den ’s Skandinaviska Enskilda Ban- 
ken. the single largest bank in the 
Nordic area. 

The president of Proventus, Ga- 
briel Unvitz. called the arrange- 
ment with KOP the first step in a 
long-term “vision" of creating a 
Nordic regional bank. 

The transaction includes the 
merger of KOFs Swedish banking 
subsidiary into Gotabanken. It also 
provides for the formation of a 
bolding company controlled 60 
percent by Proventus and 40 per- 
cent by KOP. 

KOP and several affiliates will 
pay about 1 billion kronor for their 
shares in the new company, to be 
called Proventus Nordic AB. 

Proventus said it would transfer 
nearly all of its shares in Gotagrup- 
pen to Proventus Nordic. Proven- 
tus Nordic then will hold a 38 per- 
cent share in Gotagruppen, which 
has interests in banking, finance, 
mongage, securities trading and 
real estate companies. 

In addition. Proventus will pay 
300 million kronor to buy new 
shares in KOP, becoming the Finn- 
ish bank’s second-largest share- 
holder with about 2 percent. The 
Swedish investment company also 
will buy 5 percent or Nordfinanz- 
Bank Zurich, KOFs Swiss subsid- 
iary. 

“This lakes KOP a large step 


along the road towards becoming a 
Nordic hank, making it the only 
foreign bank to gain a real presence 
in Sweden.” Reuters quoted a 
Swedish analyst as saying. 

Under Swedish law, foreigners 
are not allowed to own Swedish 
bank shares. Reuters reported. The 
deal requires the approval of Swed- 
ish and Furnish authorities.

OECD Says

PARIS — UJS. policy makers 
face an economic minefield in deal- 
ing with the huge UA trade deficit, 
where a misstep in reducing the 
trade gap too rapidly or too slowly 
could again shake world financial 
markets, according to a study pub- 
lished Tuesday by the major advi- 
sory agency for Western govern- 
ments. 

The Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
said that U.S. officials would have 
to tread a narrow path to avoid 
pushing the American economy 
into a recession that would pull the 
rest of the world into a slump and 
to avoid re-igniting mflnrinn. 

The annual report on the U.S. 
economy by the 24-member organi- 
zation cited the deteriorating U.S. 
trade performance as one of the 
probable triggers for the Oct 19 
slock marke t collapse, in which the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
phmged 508 points and a global 
drop in share values followed. 

The thrust of the report is that 
U.S. policy makers need to take a 
steady-as-you-go approach, not 
oily in reducing the country’s defi- 
cit on its current account — the 
widest measure ctf trade — but in 
cutting the federal budget deficit 
The current account, which mea- 
sures merchandise trade, services 
and some financial transfers, has 
shown surprisingly little response 
to the 50 percent depredation of 
the dollar from its 1985 highs. The 
OECD secretarial warns that ‘'cor- 
recting the external deficit is likely 
to remain gradual and persistent” 
What policy makers need is “more 
time for a medium- term solution u> 
the problem of imbalances." 

The OECD projects that the cur- 
rent-account deficit which hit 
5160.7 billion last year, will decline 
to about 5130 billion by 1989 and 
then win stabilize at that level un- 
less additional measures are taken 
to reduce it Economists generally 
have noted that steps to reduce 
U.S. imports, such as highs inter- 
est rates, could induce a recession. 

The OECD said that a recession 
“could be exacerbated by certain 
vulnerabilities in the financial sys- 
tem" — the high debt levels of both 
households and business and the 
strained banking system already 
.d ning on huge amounts of bad 
debt — while inflation could trig- 
ger “financial market turbulence, 
seriously complicating the task of 
the monetary authorities.” 

The OECD cautioned the Amer- 
icans against trying to reduce the 
international deficit by allowing 
the dollar to depredate further.

(Continued fitan first finance page) 
activity will fall by about 25 per- 
cent, to $340 trillion.’’ 

The number of housing permits 
issued, an indicator of non con- 
struction, is expected to fall, too. 
Based on data from 179 metropoli- 
tan areas, UK Housing Markets, a 
newsletter published by Lomas & 
Nettieton, predicts that the number 
of permits issued for angle- and 
mnltifamily units in 1988 win drop 
13 percent, to 133 million, from 
last year’s 133 milli on. 

Housing starts, or units on which 
bonding has begun, already are de- 
ctining. David Seiders, chief econo- 
mist- for -the National Association 
of Home Builders, predicted that 


housing starts would fall about 8.1 
percent this year, to 1.49 million 
units, from 1.62 million in 1987. 

Rising mortgage rates are not the 
only reason for the downturn in the 
housing market. Other factors 
helping to weaken it arc the high 
price of homes in certain areas of 
the country, overbuilding in the 
Southwest, the loss of tax incen- 
tives to build multifamfly dwellings 
and a l«Kgnrng demand. 

As a result of all these facias, 
the average price of a new home has 
fallen in recent months. In March, 
the last month for which fignres are 
available, the average price of a 
new angle-family home fell 5.4 per- 


cent, to $130300. In February the 
average price fell 4 percent 

Buildets of multifamfly dwell- 
ings have been hardest hit accord- 
ing to industry experts. Ten of the 
25 hugest bunders of mnltifamily 
homes are in serious financial trou- 
ble; said J. Roderick Heller, presi- 
dent of the National Corporation 
for Housing Partnerships, one of 
the nation’s largest managers of 
multifamfly housing units. 

“Enormous overbuilding over die 
and changes m the tax laws have bad 
a devastating effect on the multi- 
famfly hearing market,” he said. 

Builders of single-family homes 
have not suffered as much.

Tokyo Forex Brokers See 
20 % Drop in Fee Income 


TOKYO — Fee income for currency brokers in Tokyo is likely to 
fall 20 percent in the financial year ending in March 19S9 if trading 
r emains calm and irohnne enntinney IQ fall, an official of the Tokyo 
Forex and Money Brokers Association said Tuesday. 

Spot doQar-yen trading through Tokyo brokers fell almost 19 
percent in the first five months of calendar 1988 from the law five 
months of 1987, according to association figures. Ov erall, dollar-yen 
trading was off 83 percent. 

Fee income for Tokyo's eight brokerages fell 20 percent in April 
from March, although pan of the decline resulted from a col in 
brokerage transaction fees, the official said. In April, Tokyo brokers 
slashed fees on spot and swap transactions in response to d«hm by 
foreign banks that the fees were higher than those levied overseas. 

The more lucrative spot transaction fees were cut to 3500 yen 
(S28) per SI million from 4500 yen per SI minion in April. 

Patricia Kuwayama, rice president at Chemical Bank’s Tokyo 
branch, said that the overall decline in dollar-yen activity reflected 
recent stability in exchange rates.

NEW YORK — Shon-tenn U.S.

FRANKFURT —The Bundes- 
bank’s offer of new 35-day funds at 
an unchanged 325 percent has al- 
layed fears in the West German 
money market and elsewhere that 
credit policy might be lightened a 
notch Wednesday at a central bank 
council meeting.

N EW YORK —Nixon in Chi- 
nn, Reagan in Moscow. Why is 
it that to improve relations with 
C omm u nists we have to have con- 
servative Red-baiters in the White 
House? 

Well, for one thins, because hav- 
ing form in the White House gets 
them off the street, so to speak. 
President Nixon could never have 
got away with the China thing 
■while that tireless and venomous 
Red-hunter, Richard Nixon, was 
roaming the landscape ready to 
savage anyone who favored a sane 

policy on China. 

By getting himself into the White 

House, Nixon dummied the most 

dangerous opponent a president 
would have to confront in shaping 
a sensible policy toward China: 
nam ely, Richard Nixon. 

For 20 years Non-President Nix- 
on’s campaigns against softies gave 
Democrats their wont nightmares. 
Only by getting him out of the 
opposition could a president start 
dealing with China as a real place.

Same for President Reagan. No- 
body dse could have got away with 
bis recent attempts to reach accom- 
modation with the Russians, not so 
long as Ronald Reagan, the Repub- 
licans’ blue-ribbon Red-blaster, 
was on the loose. 

Remember the 1976 Republican 
Convention, whose heart belonged 
to Reagan, thnaigh it grudgingly 
nominated President Ford? “Dfc- 
tente” with the Soviet Union was 
its greatest nightmare. 

This bated “diteme” was anoth- 
er foreign-policy innovation of the 
reformed Red-hunter Nixon. Out 
of respect perhaps for the great 
hunts of Nixon’s youth, the con- 
vention chose to blame “dfeteateT 
on Henry Kissinger, whose old 
Rockefeller connections marie him 
a delightful target for abuse by 
right-wingers. 

□ 

Reagan has eliminated the dan- 
gerous opposition of that old char- 
ismatic anti-Commonist Ronald 
Reagan by gening him off the 
street and into the White House. 
This week in Moscow, at the very 
heart of the Evil Empire, he will be 
advancing his already well-estab- 
lished policy of — let the vile word 
be uttered — “dfctente." 

With no Ranald Reagan to rally 
the troops of Right-Wingedness 
against the president, they have 


h»H to fall back on Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina. That is 
Eke sending Peck’s Bad Boy to Ell 
the shoes of Savonarola. Ii is a 
measure of how hard are the times 
on which, the old Red-baiting divi- 
sion of the Republican Party has 
fallen. 

Republicans of more subtle 

mfnH have fln n t b"~ explanation for 
why their anti-Communist tough 
gnys get agreements out of the 
Reds. The ferocity of their anti- 
communism, goes the argument, 
makes Communis ts realize they 
had better come along peaceably 
and negotiate like sensible world 
citizens, because there is no hope 
they can gull, charm or bamboozle 
these Republican tough guys into 
falling into their devilish Red traps. 

In other words, tough guys tmr 
demand each other, so can do mu- 
tually useful business despite philo- 
sophical disagreements. This line 
proceeds to justify Reagan's huge 
Pentagon budget as persuaave evi- . 
dence for the Russians that they 
were not going to beat us in the 
arms race and, hence, had better 
negotiate to stop iL 

□ 

Whatever the reason, the Com- 
munist giants seem to prefer doing 
business with Republicans rather 
than Democrats. The irony here is 
that the Republicans have for de- 
cades kept the Democrats in terror 
of being called “soft on commu- 
nism,” despite a long history in 
which the Republicans have tended 
toward accommodation and Dem- 
ocrats toward confroniatkjn. 

It was the Democrats, after all, 
wbc under T ruman, Acbeson, Har- 
riman and company created the 
strategy for waging the Crdd War, 
and it was this strategy that took us 
into the Korean War and later into 
Vietnam. The Republicans, by con- 
trast, under Eisenhower and Dulles 
backed off their tough tine about 
“liberating” Easton Europe when 
the Red Amoy moved in to put 
down revolts in Warsaw and Buda- 
pest 

Despite the Republican Party’s 
40-year lock an snperpatriotic, 
anti-communist blather, history 
suggests that Communists prefer 
doing business with the GOP, per- 
haps because they seem to get mtlc 
but war or the threat of war when 
Democrats govern. Is it the Repub- 
ficans who are soft an communism? 
Or are the Communists soft on Re- 
publicanism?
